The annual quantity of lumber 
used for box and crate purposes 
would build a city of frame bouses 
four times as large as the city of

Most of them 
are 
thrown away or burned after they 
have served their original purpose. 
It is the first time that a con­ 
centrated effort has been made to 
utilize such containers. 
Thousands of copies of a book­ 
let, “You Can 
Make It,” will be 
placed
